Change for Several Reasons— 
Chautauqua Directors Named 


The Rush county teachers' insti- 


Inte will be divorced from the Rusli 
county fhautauqua this year for the 
first lime in the history of the chau- 
t.:uic|iia here, following a decision by 
the chautauqua. directors Wednes- 
day evening, when W. E. Wagoner, 
county superintendent of schools, re- 
ported that the county board of edu- 
cation had voted against the practice 
of combining Ihe institute with the 
rhiiutnuqua, and gave the reasons of 
the board for its action. 


The matter was presented to the 


directors at the annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Rush County 
Chnutnuqua association, at which two 
new directors were elected, one 
whose term expired was re-elected 
and one was elected to take the place 
of a. director who resigned. 


The report of the secretary and 


treasurer also was presented to the 
board and showed receipts during the 
1921 chautauqua were $3,918.93 and 


' disbursements .$3,9.03.93, leaving a 


balance of $15. 


Following the election of the direc- 


tors, the board then re-organizeu 
'»y 


electing Walter E. Frazee president 
to succeed Hugh E. Mauzy; Bert O. 
Simpson, vice-president, to succeed 
Rush G. Budd; E. B. Butler, secretary 
to succeed A. M. Taylor, and B. L. 
Trabue was re-elected treasurer. 


J. T. Arbuckle was chosen as.a di- 


rector to succeed 
L. L. Allen, who 


resigned, and Mr. Frazee and Mr. 
Taylor were chosen for three 
year 


terms to succeed Mr. Mauzy and Dr. 
J. B. Kinsinger, whose terms have ex- 
pired. Mr. Trnbue was elected last 
year to fill the unexpired 
term of 


Frank E. Wolcott when Mr. Wolcott 
loft the city and was re-elected for a 
full term of three years, Wednesday 
night. 


The remaining members of 
the 


board are Mr. Budd, Mr. Simpson, E. 
R. Casady, Miss Xora Sleeth and R. 
A. Innis. 


Supt. Wagoner explained that the 


county board of education, which is 
composed of the township trustees, 
had voted to change the time.of the 
institute to (lie week before school 
opens and not hold it in connection 
with the institute for several reasons.
